Message received 


Nation takes notice of 
boy’s heartwarming 
gesture to his sick mom

For Sharon Hart, the third day after her che- 
motherapy treatment for acute myeloid leu- 
kemia is always the hardest. That’s when she 
feels weak and sometimes discouraged. 

“The blood levels are depleted and I get 
tired and sick to my stomach,” said Hart, of 
Bolingbrook. 

She was feeling that way Saturday after- 
noon at Chicago’s Rush University Medical 
Center when she looked out the window and 
found reason to smile. 

On top of the hospital parking lot, her 
14-year-old son William had stomped out a 
message in newly fallen snow, in letters the 
length of two cars: HI MOM. The “O” was 
made into a smiley face. 


When he left the hospital hours later, Wil- 
liam and his father and uncle added: GOD 
BLESS U! The message spanned the width of 
the roof 

The gesture not only lifted Hart’s mood 
but warmed the spirits of other patients, fam- 
ilies, nurses and doctors as news of the mes- 
sage spread. People posted photos on Twitter, 
Instagram and Facebook, drawing national 
attention. 

“My son has never done anything like this 
before,” said Hart, 48. “He is a very caring 
child and very loving. ... He acted on instinct 
and from what was in his heart. I’m glad so 
many people got to see the message and that 
it touched so many It shows how big God is.” 

Hart was admitted to Rush after she was di- 
agnosed with leukemia Feb. 3. William arrived 
at the hospital to visit and noticed the expanse 
of fresh snow on the garage. He stomped out 
the message, then called his mother and told 
her to look out the window. 

“I wanted to send her the message be-

cause I thought it would brighten her spirits 
and help her get through this,” said William, 
a freshman at Bolingbrook High School. “I 
would love for her to be happy 

“This has been rough. I’ve been praying a 
lot and trying to not think about what’s going 
on so I can do good in school.” 

With the help of a nurse, Sharon Hart 
climbed out of bed and opened the blinds. 


That’s when she saw that he had written, “HI 
MOM.” 

William said his first message was for his 
mother. But after the visit, he thought about 
all the other families. When he left the hospi- 
tal hours later with his dad and uncle— Timo- 
thy Hart, 48, and Jeff Hart, 62— the three 
decided they would extend the message to all 
patients. It was viewable from the east side of 
the hospital from the ninth floor to the top of 
the building. 

As he and his father and uncle pushed 
around the snow with their feet, they noticed 
people gathering at the windows, waving, 
jumping and taking photos. 

“It was very cold out there, but I didn’t 
care,” William said. “I wanted to get it done 
and let people see it. It’s amazing because just 
to see people feel happy feels good.” 

“They wanted to write ‘God Bless U All,’ 
but they ran out of room,” said Deb Song, a 
spokeswoman for the hospital. So they wrote 
“GOD BLESS U,” instead.

NU student files suit 
over alleged assault

A Northwestern University student alleges in 
a federal lawsuit that the school mishandled 
her complaints that one of her professors got 
her drunk and sexually assaulted her in 2012. 

The student, who was a freshman and un- 
derage at the time, tried to kill herself two 
days after the alleged attack, according to 
her lawsuit. She alleges that the university 
ignored requests to remove the professor and 
that she repeatedly bumped into him on cam- 
pus, triggering panic attacks and worsening 
her mental state. 

Her accusations shine a light on the some- 
times tricky issues for universities facing sex 
crime allegations. 

The Obama administration has stepped 
up efforts to hold schools accountable and to 


draw greater awareness of campus sex assault 
in the wake of several high-profile cases, in- 
cluding allegations that a Notre Dame Univer- 
sity football player in 2010 attacked a student 
who later committed suicide and the Jerry 
Sandusky child molestation case at Penn State 
University Nearly i in 5 women will be a victim 
of an attempted or actual sexual assault in col- 
lege, according to the Justice Department. 

Northwestern declined to answer a series 
of questions submitted Tuesday by the Tri- 
bune, including whether it notified police of 
the alleged attack. 

“We don't comment on pending litigation, 
but the university has policies and procedures 
in place to protect our students and to ad- 
dress any such reported concerns,” university 
spokesman Bob Rowley said in an email.

Deadly ice, snow storm 
bears down on South 


A major winter storm that has caused at least 
six deaths unfurled across much of the South 
on Tuesday, and forecasters warned that ice 
could cripple road travel and bring wide- 
spread power outages in coming days. 

The storm’s combination of rain, sleet, 
heavy snow and thick ice across the South is 
of “historical proportions,” said the National 
Weather Service office in Peachtree City Ga. 

“There is the potential for it to be a cata- 
strophic event,” with ice bringing down trees 
and power lines, said Brian Lynn, a weather 
service meteorologist. 

The storm is forecast to reach from eastern 
Texas to the Carolinas and the Middle Atlantic 
states by late Wednesday Heavy snow from the 
front will hit southern New England by Thurs- 
day morning, the weather service said. 

Conditions in the South were expected to 
worsen overnight, with up to an inch of ice 
predicted in parts of Georgia and central 


South Carolina. 

Two to 6 inches of snow fell in north Geor- 
gia on Tuesday with another 6 to lo inches ex- 
pected by Thursday morning. 

But Dan Darbe, a weather service meteo- 
rologist, said ice was the bigger worry with a 
quarter to three-quarters of an inch expected 
in the area that includes metropolitan Atlanta. 

The last significant ice storm in that region 
was in January 2000, when up to half an inch 
of ice left more than 350,000 people without 
power, Darbe said. 

“We’re talking a much larger area and a much 
larger amount of ice” in this storm, he said.

Governors in Ala- 
bama, North Carolina, South Carolina and 
Mississippi declared weather emergencies 
and Georgia Gov Nathan Deal signed an 
executive order to close state government

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Van Buren was the president during a long 
period of recession where there were prob- 
iems with the banks and unempioy- 
ment numbers were high. That 
ail sounds vaguely familiar ... 

As unique as times can feel, 

I guess as a country we’ve 
been through these things 
before, and it’s good to 
remember that. 

This idea that history 
repeats itself surfaces more 
explicitly on a song like 
“American Moon.” 

Yeah. That’s really what it’s about. I don’t 
know the specific things that led me to write 
that song, but my grandpa was a WWII vet, 
and you see what’s happening abroad now 
and you can help but think we’re always send- 
ing 18 -year-olds off {to war}. 


Are you a history buff? 

I would say most of what I read— and it’s 
funny that you called me out on that— but 
most of what I read day-to-day is non- 
fiction. I like reading about history, 
and I think that bleeds into what I 
write. Right now I’m reading “The 
Bully Pulpit” [by Doris Kearns 
Goodwin], which is a book about 
Teddy Roosevelt and [William] 

Taft. Going back to a time that, 
again, it sounds kind of like now Huge 
companies were conglomerating and 
people were wondering, “What’s left for us?” 
You can’t read a book like that and not draw 
parallels to now 

You seem particularly drawn to the idea of 
the presidency. Have you ever had politicai 
aspirations of your own? 

[Laughs.] No, none of that. 


There seem to be a number of characters 
on this record who are searching 
for a new iife or cutting ties with 
the past. 

Yeah, and I think that’s a 
product of where we are as a 
band and where I am just be- 
ing my age. You start nearing 
your 30s and asking ques- 
tions like, “What am I doing?” 

Then you start thinking about 
your youth, and however long it 
might last. It wasn’t a decision. It’s 
just what came out on the page. 

You also released a solo record in January. 
How did you know whether a song was 
a better fit on the Derek Nelson album or 
with Martin Van Ruin? 

I was always in two different mindsets 
when I was writing songs. One was more 


introspective and solo songwriter-y, and 
the other felt like a foundation 
for something bigger. There 
was definitely a sound that 
was in all of our heads with 
this project. We have that 
folk underpinning, but we 
also love noise and we love 
ambitiousness and we love 
songs that have a lot of en- 
ergy Whenever I was writing 
solo stuff it felt like I was just 
trying to get thoughts off my chest 
about my family or whatever it might have 
been. With [Van Ruin] there was a wider 
worldview 

On “Wilderness” you rail about broken 
promises. How good are you at keeping a 
promise? 

[Laughs.] I don’t know I guess that’s up

Kinnaman (“The Killing”) plays Alex, a 2028 
Detroit police officer who suspects his col- 
leagues of supplying guns to a local baddie. 
Before Alex can finish his investigation, his 
car explodes and he suffers devastating inju- 
ries that can only be counteracted by a new 
procedure connecting his head, hand, heart, 
lungs and neck (the only parts remaining) to 
a metal body built to fight crime. 

First-time screenwriter Joshua Zetumer 
does a topical job of modernizing the mate- 
rial. A media blowhard (Samuel L. Jackson) 
wonders “Why is America so robo-phobic?” 
and a scientist (Gary Oldman) does all he can 
to maintain his program’s integrity Old-

man’s boss (Michael Keaton) only wants to 
create a part-human, part-robot cop because 
Congress won’t approve local versions of 
the drones cleaning up the most dangerous 
countries overseas. (This leads to a phony- 
looking action sequence in Tehran.) What 
becomes clear, though, is that the only way a 
machine operated by a man can perform like 
his all-metal competition is to minimize what 
makes him human. For a sci-fi remake dealing 
with mundane corruption (as the original 
did, too), that’s reasonably heady stuff Alex’s 
resonant moments with his wife (Abbie Cor- 


nish) and young son provide the heart. 

If you’re disappointed, I’d suggest tak- 
ing the movie for what it is, not the “fun” 
shoot-’em-up flick you maybe wanted. After 
all, the well-acted “RoboCop” has both 
a reasonable sense of humor (thanks. Jay 
Baruchel) and sense of perspective. Yeah, it’s 
awesome that Alex 2.0 knows when a sus- 
pect is a non-threat— one comes up in Alex’s 
visor as “totally stoned.” But experiments 
are always subject to unanticipated develop- 
ments, and it’s appreciated that “RoboCop” 
has some too.
